A ll over the I ’nion are people 
who lik<* scrapple. 
It should 
be 
better known everywhere, and we 
reprint our directions for m aking 
it. with th«* hope thiit it will be 
tried in other stat«\s. 
Scrapple is 
made of the 
trim m ings 
of

hams and -shoulders, the head, the 
heart, a small piece of the liver 
and the skins from thv lard and 
sausage meat. The ears, carefully 
cleaned and the cartilage removed, 
may be used. 
The head is split 
between the jaw s, and, after the 
tongue is taken out, is split the 
other way. 
Cut off the snout, re­ 
move the jaw and nasal cavities. 
Put the head meat and skins into 
the boiler with 
w ater to cover 
them, the rest of the meat follow­ 
ing fifteen m inutes later. Boil u n ­ 
til the m eat leaves the bones, chop 
it fine, strain the liquor and add to 
it enough w ater to make five parts 
liquid to three of meat.
